Summary of examinetion of Meung Kin Mgs occupation Student. 
Address: Paukpenbyu St. Henzede, 
.Meung Kin Mg. duly affirmed states:- 


I em 14 years of age of Burmese nationality and born at Henzeda, 
lly permanent home is at Henzada. I am at present living et 
Henzada,. 


One day in May, 1945, I took a Japanese Army bus from near 
the Kailway Station Henzeada to Ongun where I was employed as 
a Japanese interpreter, 


When the bus arrived at Ongun, I slighted neer the eeragc, 
At that moment, a Jepenese Officer (1 line 3 stars) by the name 
of YAMADA called to me to accompeny him to a trench situated 
close to the village guerd post. I went with him, 


In the trench, either standing or sitting, were seven Burmens, 
Their hends were all tied by the seme pieco of rope. The Jepanese 
told me to ask the Burmans pai they had been arrested. The Burnes 
replied thrt they were not guklty, but did not give me the reason 
for their arrest, 


The time was then ebout 6 pm, Sitting quite neer were two whit 
men, I believe they were tied, 


One wes over 6 fect tell and wes wearing e kheki uniform 
Slacks and a tunic.; On his head Was & peculier sort of head gear, 
ied a flet at the back, netting over the top, a turned up pcoak 
in front, ear fleps with straps which fastened under the chin, 
On his shoulder there wes something embroidered in English 
cheracter, but I did not understand it. Ho was wearing black 
boots something like Jack-boots. On one of his for 
hed e tatoo design, but it wes per 
I do not remember what it WAS e 
Ke had I could not 
the age of the investiga- 
which had a2 blue-black 
se had confisceted,

circle end there was a monogrem 


on it, 


The other man was ebout the height of the average Eurmen 
(5' 4"), He had a peir of shorts which he carried under his erm 
. nd _ which the Japanese took fron him.j I saw YAMADA weering the 
Shorts the next dey. He wes dressed in 
the first 
shoulder, 
brown hair 
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About 15 minvtes leter the Jepenese officer with an escort of 
‘25 soldiers led the 7 Burmens end the two white men to ONGUN 
, cemetry, Eefore they were taken awey these 7 Burmens of whom I 
| knew 4 or § beceuse they were my clessmetes in the Jepenese langun 
| school, esked me as to how they were to be killed, They were 
| frightened beceuse the soldiers had fixed the bayonets. 


I asked the Japanese officer whO gave no reply. 


At the cemetry the Jep officer and 3 soldiers looked for trenchc 
| din the vicinity. They found one close by. 
| 


I wes stending about 70 yerds ewaye I was asked by the 
Japenese to return to ONGUN but I Wented to see, As I was an 

| interpreter I was allowed to stay.

| It is a Burmese custom to pray before being exccuted end I asked 
YALADA for permission for the men to prey. He ellowed this, 


One Burmen wes takon fron the group end ordered to kneel on 
the edge of the trench, YALADA cut off his heed with a sword, 
The other Burmans and the two white men could see whet was going 
on. Then the other men were killed one by one. I did not look 
I shut my eyes, put my hends over my cars and turned aways 


Although I had my hends over my cars I could heer the blows 
of the sword end the Jeps seying "Oh, that one isn't dead yet, 
bayonct hin", I heard cries of "Oh Goa" coming from the trench, 


Next day cemo the execution of the two white men, They were 
stripped of their clothes and were completcly naked. They rede 
Signs that they wented to smoke end were each given ea cigerette, 


Then they were executed in the sane way as the 7 Burmans, The 
tell men was executed first. Earth was thrown on the bodies 
end then the Japanese left taking the dead men's clothing with them 


The next morning I wanted to gO out, but I wes not ellowed end 
I was warned by the Lt, Col. SAITO's driver thet I wes not to tell 
anybody about the execution, I was not éllowed out for ten deys 
end Lt. Col SAITO himself warned me thet he would kill me if I 
told, 


The murdered men I knew were lig Than, ege 24 of Henzeda, 
O lig Than, ege 35 of Teloketaw. Yauk Tet, ege 20 of Henzeda,. 
Ohn hig., age 17 of Henzeda., and a nephew of Dew Weing Gyi 
of Henzoada, 
| I have heerd from coolies working for the Jepanese of other 
| executions. Sometimes there were executions of betches of six 
| people, sometimes of betches of up to 30 people, } 
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Of the two white men the tell wes brough 
in ebout e month before the execution end the othcr one about 15 
days before the execution. I think they hed been brought from 
Pentanew. 


Two months before the arrivel of the first 
of these men a man with "NEW ZEALAND" on his shoulders was brought 
to the ONGUN Garrison. I think he wes an airmen, He wore e gold 
coloured badge with two lions on it on his erms. Ho hed brown 

: hair and wes clean sheven. I should think he was a tell man but 
I never sew hin standing up, I think his back was broken as he 
set with his torse hunched forward. He was never taken to 

; hospital and never given medical attention, While he was at 
ONGUN he slept in the gerden. The Jeps hed given him e mosquito 

; net end a ground sheet. 4 or 5 deys later the men disappeared, 

' I think he was taken to Rangoon, ’
